The following is another article of 
the interesting series the Daily Ypsi- 
lantian-Press has been privileged to 


print detailing the experiences of 
Miss Gertrude Peet of this city in 
her trip to Persia where she has 
entered into missionary work. 

It is just eight weeks since we 


left home, and considering the pesent 
condition of affairs, we. got thru in 
a. marvelously short time,-were. not 
delayed anywhere, I never had such 
a welcome anywhere as I had here, 
except at home. You see the Jordans 


had been here 18 years and have 
built up everything. 
We planned to get in ut about ,7 


o'clock Tuesday morning and thought 
that would be early enoueh to avoid 
a commotion, but we didn’t quite suc- 
ceed. A Cerachment of the smaller 
këys head tyrted to waik ct ts the 
post house, five miles. In the bunch 
were sons of the prime minister. We 
drove to the college grounds, which 
are outside the city and they hurried 
back to tell the news. Dr. Jordan 
advised us to get our hands and faces 
washed as soon as possible as it 
would not take the boys long to spread 
the news. 

There is only one building on the 
college grounds at present and that 
is the house where the Jordans will 
live sometime. At present it ig oc- 
cupied by one of the mission families. 

Well we had not gotten washed ful- 


ly when a detachment of teachers 
came. The first thing I heard was, 


“where is she?” and found Miss Gard- 
ner, principal of the girls’ school run- 
ning up stairs to met me. They want- 
ed to bring us right in with them, in 
fact had told their cooks to have break 
fast ready for all, but the Birds had 


planned on our staying there.

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Then a bunch of larger boys came 
Finally we started down ‘to break- 
fast and in the middle of it, Dr. Jor- 
dan was called out. Soon he called 
me out, and there were two. sons and 


two grandsons, I think, of the prime j 
minister, with a large bouquet , of 
flowers for each of us. 


Soon a note came for each of us 
from the upper class boys of the dor- 
mitory, inviting us to dinner. This’ 
dinner was last night. Then we each 
had a hot bath,- and it seemed go 
good after the ride,- and came in, to 
the school.

compound. There were at least four 
hundred of them. 
cheered, shouted “welcome” ete. We 
had to go the length of the line. I 
thought at several times it was over 
but each turn brought more. boys. 
Then I had the same thing to go thru 
with the girls. It‘was an ordéal but

Wednesday. We all went. We-had 
tea and cakes and ice cream, also a 
program.
